NEW YOKK RED CKOSS 

Volunteers in the rank of the 
American Red Cross constitute the 
bulwark of its strength This is 
shown in the reixjrt of many ac- 
tivities of local Red Cross Chapters. 

Under New York Chapters, these 
wotkers produced in nine nionthsof 
the past vear 72,524 Karment.s for 
hospital and other such uses, .316,- 
615 surgical dressings, typed 11,715 
pages of Braille reading matter for 
the blind, besides performiuK other 
valuable work . A total of 835 volun- 
teer workers served under New 
York Re<l Cross Chapters in this 
field. 

Such services are being duplicated 
under Chapters in nearly every part 
of the United States, though no 
necessarily on the same scale. 

In addition of production of arti- 
cles already listed, volunteers an- 
nually render thousands of hours of 
life-savinK duty at swimming resorts 
and other i)laces where they might 
be needed, and also assi.st the le^ular 
Red Cross staff in training others to 
perform such duties. Volunteers 
form the backbone of disaster relief 
forces of the Red Cross, and the full 
value of their services in the almost 
continual chain of such occurrences 
can never be fully computed. 

These workers are especially valu- 
able in the Annual Roll Call, throuKh 
which the membership of the Ameri- 
can Red Cross is built up each year. 
The Twelfth Annual Roll Call, this 
year, from November 1 1th to 29th, 
will see thousands of these helpful 
members of the organization all 
over the United Sates, assistin^r in 
this way to make the work of their 
Red Cross more effective through 
nation-wide tnembership.

his wife, Mrs. Marie Matthews, thirty 
years old, bruises, and their child, 
Ruth Matthews, two years old, cut on 
her face. All were removed to the 
General Hospital. 

Aca)rding to police, the automobile, 
driven by William, was traveling at 
high speed, when it crashed into the 
platform. Matthews and his wife, 
both deaf-mutes, and their daughter, 
were stanrling on the platform, waiting 
Tor a street car when the accident oc- 
currefJ. They were knocked down and 
showered with glass from the wind 
shield. Williams was arrested on a 
;:harge of reckless driving.

THE TRAGEDY AT SANTOS, WHERE 01 R 
COFFEE COMES FROM 



We in the United States are de- 
pendent largely upon Santos, the 
Brazilian city where many houses 
were destroyed recently by an earth 
slide, for our morning cups of coffee. 

CofTee built Santos and keeps it 
KrowinK at a marvelous rate, just as 
cotton stimulates the prosperity of 
Houston and Galveston and rubber 
adds to the wealth of SingafK)re. 
Fifty miles inland on the plateau 
lies the city of Sao Paulo, in the 
heart of the world's greatest cofifee 
producing area, and from it more 
than a billion pounds of the green 
berries annually pour down grade 
into Santos for shipment overseas. 
As results of this strategic economic 
situation, Santos is the greatest 
cofTee port in the world, shipping 
each year approximately ninebiMion 
sacks, weighing 132 pounds each, 
and worth more than $150. (XKJ,OfX). 

The i>©pulation of Santos has 
grown amazingly in recent years 
and is now close to 150,0fX). The 
town was established bv the Por- 
tugese nearly forty years ago, but 
modern Santos is little more than a 
generation old. It was a small 
place, on an undrained semi-tropical 
plain in the 80's when the marked 
development in coffee production 
!)<>;an in!;ii)'l; and it became neces- 
sirv to enlarge the port facilities. 
Drainage canals were extended 
through the olain, sewerage systems 
were constructed, and streets paved. 
One of the most important improve- 
ments was the construction of 
concrete, rat-proof wharves. Santos 
no**- has three miles of such wharves. 
Along them are more than a score of 
immense coffee warehouses, and 
farther from the waterfront are as 
many more. Altogether, these stor- 
age places conld house more than 
five million bags of coflFee at one 
time. — (Geographic Nru-s Bulletin.
